Arcadia, on the 
other hand, has overpumped 
during three out of the five 
years by a total of 2248 acre 
feet (almo.st a year’s supply 
of water for Sierra Madre)). 
Of this amount, 2116 acre 
feet have been made up by 
Arcadia during wet years, 
leaving them with a total 
of 131 acre feet remaining 
overpumped for the five 
year period, compared to our 
624 itmlerpumpcd. 

It would appear from 
these facts that a number of 
canclusio,ns of import to 
Sierra Mad're can he drawn, 
some of which are as fol¬ 
lows: 1) that Sierra Madre 
would have had ample 
water to tide it over a maxi¬ 
mum drought if it had 
spread more of its water al- 
locatio.n and thus built ,up 
a greater stored water credit 
and, 2 ) that oven after .neg¬ 
lecting our spreading pro¬ 
gram we could have pumped 
the needed water from the 
■basin ourselves and r e - 
placed it later, rather tha.n 
paying Arcadia, i.n effect, to 
do the overpumping allowed 
to both citip,s. 

The foregoing should be 
enough in itself to encour¬ 
age our council to turn their 
efforts away from seeking 
ways to a.nnex to MWD, 
since we have ample water 
available to us to wait for 
construction of our Indepen¬ 
dent district’s pipeline and 
Sierra Madre’s co,nnector. We 
.should. Instead, be directing 
our attention toward secur¬ 
ing and spreading the maxi¬ 
mum amavmt of allocated 
water from Big Santa Anita 
and our own Little Santa 
Anita Wash. 

This can only be done 
thrcaigh better management 
of our spreading program, 
which appears to have been 
neglected again this year 
((significant amounts of 
water having been spread 
only d'Uri.ng the months ot 
July, August, Septem ber, 
March a.nd April, for a total 
of only 1450 acre feet to date 
this fiscal year). Water has 
in the last 60 days been run¬ 
ning dow.n the wash, a.nd 
not being spread. 

In conclusion, it is obvious 
that Sierra Madre is current¬ 
ly in a most fortunate posi¬ 
tion in regard to stored 
water. It is equally obvious 
that if We fail to put as 
much water as possible in 
our water "bank,” we could 
one 'day find ourselves fac¬ 
ing another drought without 
sufficient water reserves to 
tide us over. 

Next week I would like to 
discuss another matter of 
vital importance to the 
water question — the cur¬ 
rent policy of taking money 
from the Water Fund for 
general purposes — which I 
believe poses as grave a 
threat to our water supply 
and system as potential 
water shortage itself.
